2. The case of the concerned workman is that 
S/Shri Shibu Bhagat and 14 other concerned workmen 
had been working as permanent clay cartridge mazdoor/ 
maker at Karkatta colliery of M/S.C.C. Ltd. since lo ig with 
unblemished record of service. They were performing 
permanent nature of job within the procinct and ptjemises 
of the mine. All the implements for execution of tie jobs 
were being supplied by the management. Their jobs were 
being supervised by the management. The management 
has implemented the Wage Board Recommendations, 
NCWA-I, II & III. As per Wage Board Recommendation 
the clay cartridge workers are entitled for Category-I 
wages. The management had been disbursing theii wages 
less than Cat. I wages through on intermediary, Shri Ram 
Sewak Sahu posing him as a Contractor. The concerned 
workmen and the Union on behalf of the con:emed 
workmen represented to the management severa 1 times 
for their regularisation but without any effect. Seeing no 
other alternative an industrial dispute was raised before 
the A.L.C. (C), Dhanbad, which ended in failure due to 
the adamant attitude of the management. Thereafter the 
dispute has been referred to this Hon’ble Tribu ial for 
adjudication. 

It has been prayed that this Tribunal to pleased to 
pass an award in favour of the workmen by direct ing the 
management to reinstate the concerned workmen and to 
departmentalise them as Cat. I with retrospective effect 
with all consequential benefits.

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3. The case of the management is that Karkatta 
Colliery had previously an underground mine. For the 
purpose of blasting coal faces for extraction of coal it is 
necessary to use clay catridges. This item is like any other 
material or store item required by the collieries for use 
from time to time. The management had absolute right to 
get them from any Contractor or supplier. From time to 
time the job of supplying clay catridges to Contractors/ 
Suppliers was entrusted to Contractors/Suppliers at agreed 
rates. It was absolutely for the Contractor/Supplier to make 
his own arrangements to procure or manufacture the clay 
cartridges and to supply the same to the management. The 
contractor/supplier had absolute liberty to engage any 
persons for the manufacture of clay catridges or to purchase 
clay catridges already manufactured and supplied them to 
the management. The contractor submitted their bills to 
the management and payment was made to them. The 
management is not aware of the persons engaged from time 
to time by the different Contractors/Suppliers. The 
management’s interest was only to obtain supplies of clay 
cartridges according to the requirment. Even during the 
course of conciliation proceedings the sponsoring union 
did not furnish the name of 14 other persons. The 
underground mines were closed by the management and 
there is no longer any use for clay catridges in Karkatta 
Colliery. 

In view of the above facts and circumstances it has 
been prayed that the Hon'ble Tribunal to pleased to hold 
that the reference is invalid and the concerned workers are 
not entitled to any relief. 

4. Both the parties have filed their respective 
rejoinders admitting and denying the contents of some of 
the paragraphs of each other's written statement. 

5. The concerned workers has produced WW-1, 
Bhuneswar Saw. 

The management has filed documents which have 
been marked as Ext.M-1 to M-l/3. 

They have not produced any oral evidence. 

6. Main argument advanced on behalf of the concmed 
workmen is that they were working with the management 
and supplying clay catridges since long and they are entitled 
to get Category-1 wages as per NCWA-I, II & III, but the 
management not paying any heed to their demand, 

7. The management has argued that the clay catridges 
are supplied to the management by the Contractor/Supplier 
and the concerned workmen are the employees of the 
Contractor/Supplier and they are not entitled for 
regularisation as Category-I as per NCWA-I, II & III. The 
management has no concerned with the concerned 
workmen. 

In this respect the statement of the concerned 
workmen, WW-1 is important. He has stated in his cross¬ 


examination that I have not filed any paper to show that I 
used to get wages from the colliery. I have not filed any 
paper to show my identity and percentage. Against that the 
management has filed Exts. M-l to M-l/3, which shows 
that bills were submitted by the Suppliers for clay catridge 
work from 1.2.85 to 30.3.85,1.4.84 to 31.1.85,1.10.81 to 
15.11.81 and 11.7.81 to 15.8.81. 

It shows that the management was taking clay 
catridge from the suppliers/contracter on the basis of work 
order and payment is made to the contractor and the 
contractor makes payment to the workmen. The concerned 
workmen have not filed any documents to show that they 
are getting wages from the management and they are 
working with them. 

8. On behalf of the concerned workmen 2005(105) 
FLR 1067 referred in which Hon'ble Supreme Court laid 
down—"Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 - Section 25-F Effect 
of - Provisions of - To be complied with - If workmen had 
completed 240 days of service - Workmen in their evidence 
had to state specifically that they had worked for 240 days 

- Have to prove it - Pleadings are no substitute for proof." 
Another law referred by the workmen is 2008(118) FLR 
1176 in which Hon'ble Calcutta High Court laid down that 
workmen entitled to be considered for regular appointment 
in compassionate category. Another law referred by the 
workmen is SCLJ-Vol-15 Pg. 112 in which Hon’ble 
Supreme Court determined relationship of employer and 
employees. Another law referred by the workmen is F.L.R. 
1990 page 20(SC) in which Hon'ble Supreme Court laid 
down - "Contract Labour (Regulation and Abolition) Act, 
1970 - Section 10 - Notification dated February 9, 1980 - 
Prohibiting employment of contract labour in cleaning, 
stacking and other allied jobs - Except loading and un¬ 
loading of bricks from wagons and trucks - This exception 
clause is discriminatory - Violates Article 14 - Workers 
doing such job should be treated at par - The clause was 
struck down."

Devi, W/o Late Rameshwar Dusadh in terms i nf clause 
9.4.2 ofNCWA-IV is justified? If not, to what relief 
the dependant of the workman is entitled?” 

2. The case of the concerned applicant is trial Late 
Bhagwati Devi was a permanent and had been absorbed in 
service on the ground of death of her husband, Rai neshwar 
Dusadh, It has been contended by the management that 
one Sitaram Dusadh has been working in Pootki Balihari 
Projec t as a Pump Operator and is the son of Late Raj neshwar 
Dusadh. It was also stated by the management that instead 
of Bhagwatia Devi the said sitaram Dusadh would have 
provided with employment. The management concealed 
the fact that the said Sitaram Dusadh was already in the 
employment of BCCL independently meaning the reby that 
his service in the BCCL was not on compassionate ground 
on event of the death of his father, Rameshwar Dusadh. 

It has been earlier submitted that the applicant was 
minor at the time of death of his father late Rameshwar 
Dusadh and hence the widow of the deceased Rameshwar 
Dusadh, namely, Bhagwatia Devi got the employment on 
compassionate ground as per the provisions of NCWA-IV. 

It has been prayed that this Hon’ble Tribunal be 
pleased to pass an award in favour of the app leant by 
directing the management to provide employment :o Suresh 
Paswan, dependent son of Late Bhagwatia Delhi, W/o Late 
Rameshwar Dusadh, in terms of clause 9.4.2. of NCWA-IV, 

3. The case of the management is that Late Bhagwatia 
Devi died while in employment on 28.6.1988. Sri Sitaram 
Dusad an employee of Pootki colliery is said to be son of 


M'l' 
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Late Rameshwar Dusad and Bhagwatia Devi. If Suresh 
Paswan would have the second son of Late Rameshwar 
Dusad he could have claimed the same during 1984 when 
Rameshwar Dusad is said to have died and in his place 
Smt. Bhagwatia Devi was offered employment. 
Smt. Bhagwatia Devi did not file service exceipt in the year 
1987 and accordingly her family detail is not available in 
the colliery. Suresh Paswan cannot be son of Bhagwatia 
Devi and Sitaram Dusad. The matter was enquired into and 
verified and it transpired that he is not the second son of 
late Bhagwatia Devi. 

It has been prayed that Hon’ble Tribunal be pleased 
to pass an award holding that the action of the management 
in denying employment to Suresh Paswan as justified and 
Suresh Paswan is not entitled to any relief. 

4. Both the parties have filed their respective 
rejoinders admitting and denying some of the contents of 
the paragraphs of each other’s written statement. 

5. The management has produced MW-1, Uma 
Shankar Singh and proved document as Ext. M-L 

The concerned applicant has produced himself as 
WW-1. 

6. It has been argued on behalf of Smt. Bhagwatia 
Devi, who was an employee of the management died on 
28.6.88 and she was the mother of Suresh Paswan. After 
the death of his mother he applied for employment after he 
became major. But the management is not giving any 
appointment. 

In this respect, Sitaram Dusadh was issued service 
excerpt which is Ext. M-l in which the name of Suresh 
Dusadh is also mentioned as son of Sitaram Dusadh. 

In this respect WW-1 has stated in his cross- 
examination that I have not filed any paper to show that I 
am son of Bhagwatia Devi. Bhagwatia Devi had two sons, 
Sitaram Paswan and myself. Sitaram is still alive and he is 
brother of Sitaram. No documentary evidence has been 
filed that he is son of Rameshwar Dusad. There is no vital 
document of service excerpt on which basis he may be 
given compassionate appointment. 

7. Considering the above facts and circumstances, I 
hold that the action of the management of Pootki Colliery 
of M/s. B.C.C. Ltd. in not offering employment to 
Sri Suresh Paswan, dependent son of Late Bhagwatia Devi, 
w/o Rameshwar Dusadh in terms of clause 9.4.2. ofNCWA- 
IV is justified and hence Sri Suresh Paswan is not entitled 
to any relief.

AWARD 


By Older No. L-20012/8 l/2003-IR(C-I), dated 18.8.03 
the Central Government in the Ministry of Labour has, in 
exercise of the powers conferred by clause (d) of sub-sec. 
(1) and sub-sec. (2A) of Section 10 of the I.D, Act, 1947, 
referred the following dispute for adjudication to this 
Tribunal: 

“Whether the action of the management of Lohapatti 
Colliery of M/s. BCCL in dismissing Shri Chandra 
Mohan Mahato from 5.7.96 is fair and justified? If 
not, to what relief is the said workman entitled?” 

2. The case of the concerned workman, Chandra 
Mohan Mahato, was a permanent employee at Lohapatti 
colliery in the capacity of M/Loader. He fell seriously ill 
from 18.12.95 and he informed the management regarding 
his sickness on 26.12.95. He got his treatment from 
company's Medical Officer w.e.f. 18.12.95 to 12.2.96 and 
he was declared fit to resume his duty on 13.2.96. 

But unfortunately the management illegally issued a 
chargesheet to the concerned workman vide letter No. 135 
dated 13/14.1.1996. The concerned workman replied to 
the chargesheet. The management conducted the domestic 
enquiry. The concerned workman participated fully in the 
enquiry and produced all the relevant documents. He was 
never issued any chargesheet before this one. The enquiry 
is not fair as alleged by the concerned workman. His 
dismissal was pre-decided. The management supplied the 
enquiry report on 20.5.96, while from the record it appears 
that the dismissal of the concerned workman was already 
approved by the GM. of the Area on 15.5.96 itself It clearly 
indicates that full procedure of enquiry was mere an eye 
wash. The dismissal of the concerned workman is illegal, 
arbitrary and whimsical. The dispute was raised before the 
A.L.C. (C), Dhanbad which ended in failure and the present 
reference is the outcome of the dispute. 

It has been prayed that his Hon’ble Tribunal be 
pleased to pass an award directing the management to 
reinstate the concerned workman with full back wages with 
all consequential benefits w.e.f. 13.2.96. 
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3. The case of the management is that apart from 
preliminary objections, it has submitted on merit that when 
the sponsoring union raised the puiported dispute before 
A.L.C.(C), Dhanbad, the union had admitted indirectly 
that the concerned workman remained absent from work 
for long and did not turn up. The concerned workman was 
habitual absentee from service from time to time i.e, in 
1994 worked for 57 days and in 1995 he worked for 26 
days. As per the recognised and well accepted principle in 
the Coal Industry, if an employee does not trun-up for 
employment over a considerable period his name js 
removed from the rolls of the Colliery. While the workman 
concerned started without permision or information 
absenting from 18.12.95 the management issued charge- 
sheet dated 13/15-1-96 against him and called upon to 
explain the reason and give reply, which was not 
satisfactory. The management appointed an Enquiry Officer 
to hold the enquiry and informed him to attend to the said 
enquiry to defend his case. The charge levelled against the 
concerned workman was proved beyond any doubt and 
thereafter he was dismissed by the competent authority who 
had gone through the entire proceeding and report and had 
arrived at independents taking the gravity of the serious 
habitual misconduct decided to dismiss the concerned 
workman from the service of the company vide order dated 
5.7,1996. The demand of the union has no merit at all and 
deserves to be summarily dismissed. 

It has been prayed that this Hon'ble Tribunal be 
pleased to pass an award holding that the dismissal of the 
concerned workman is justified and the concerned 
workman is not entitled to any relief. 

4. Both the parties have filed their respective 
rejoinders admitting and denying some of the contents of 
the paragraphs of each other's written statement. 

5. The management produced MW-1, Brij Nandan 
Sharma, who proved documents as Exts. M-l to M-4. 

The concerned workman produced himself as 
WW-1 and proved documents as Exts.W-1 to W-8. 

6. Main argument advanced on behalf of the 
concerned workman is that he was ill and he got his 
treatment from the Company's medical officer, which he 
informed the management, but the management illegally 
dismissed him from service w.e.f 5.7.96 without fair and 
proper enquiry. 

In this respect management argued that he was 
dismissed from service after proper enquiry. In this respect 
management's witness, Brijnandan Sharma, who has 
conducted the enquiry proved the enquiry report and 
documents as Exts.M-1 to M-4. 

It has also been argued on behalf of the concerned 
workman that Sri Brijnandan Sharma recorded the evidence 
of the concerned workman in his enquiry proceeding. The 


concerned workman submitted documents regarding his 
medical treatment in the office. 

But the evidence of the management in this respect is 
very material. The witness, G.N. Chatteijee, who maintains 
pay register, stated that the concerned workman absented 
from the duty from 18.12.95 without any information and 
permission from the competent authority and he worked 
only 57 days in the year 1994 and 26 days in the year 1995. It 
shows that the concerned workman does not want to work 
with the management. He has not given his explanation for 
his habitual absent from duty, when he worked for 57 days in 
the year 1994 and 26 days in the year 1995. 

The concerned workman (WW-1) has stated in his 
cross-examination at page 2 that I was dismissed from 
service on the ground of long absenteeism. I remained 
absent for two months. I know that there is a rule tiat if any 
workman remains absent for more than 10 dzys he is 
chargesheeted. I do not know for how many days I have 
worked in 1994 and 1995.1 have replied to the cha :gesheet. 
Enquiry was conducted. I attended the enquiry abng with 
my representative. We used to put our signature on the 
day to day enquiry proceeding. I was dismiss ed after 
holding enquiry report submitted by the Enquiry Officer. 

The statement of the concerned workman stows that 
he was dismissed after holding enquiry. He attended the 
enquiry along with his representatives. He coulc not say 
how may days he worked in 1994 and 1995. 

It shows that the statement of the management is 
correct that he worked 57 days in the year 1994 anc; 26 days 
in the year 1995. 

Considering the above facts it shows :hat the 
concerned workman is habitual absentee and the 
management has rightly dismissed him from service after 
fair and proper enquiry. 

7. In the result, I hold that the action of the 
management of Lohapatti Colliery of M/s. BCCL in 
dismissing Chandra Mohan Mahato from 5.7.96 is fair and 
justified. Accordingly, the concerned workman is not 
entitled to any relief.

2. The case of the sponsering Union concerned for 
the workman Ranjit Kumar is that he has been continuously 
unblemishedly working as a permanent workman since 1982. 
As per direction of the Management as he initially worked 
as Electncal Helper in Category II and accordingly, he was 
regularised in 1982. He started to work as clerk since 1980 
continuously as per direction and authorisation of the 
management. He also efficiently worked as Bonus Clerk, 
Bill Clerk. L.T.C. Clerk as per his engagement by the 
Management. He on transfer joined at Nichitpur Colliery in 
June, 1995. He has been working as Coal Despatch Clerk 
for two and half year. The Management regularised him in 
the post of Clerk Grade-Ill, though he was entitled at least 
Clerk Grade-II in the year 1986 as per the Management's 
policy. The representation by him and the Union for 
regularisation at last on Clerk Grade-II w.e,f 1992 and on 
Special Grade Clerk work with immediate effect, but without 
any effect, resulted in raising the Industrial Dispute before 
the ALC(C) Dhanbad, which also failed for the attitude of 
the Management, hence reference for adjudication, Thus 
the action of the Management in not regularising the 
workman as Clerk Grade-II in the year 1982 and 1992 
respectively and as the Special Grade with immediate effect 
was unjustified, illegal, against the principle of natural 
justice as well as anti-labour policy. 


refuting the allegations of the Management is that though 
the workman was originally appointed as a Miner/Loader, 
yet he began to work as Electrical Helper as per 
authorisation of the Management. The Management in the 
conciliation proceeding had admitted the workman working 
as a Clerk till then, but the matter was not settled. He was 
illegally and arbitrarily regularised in Clerical Grade-Ill 
in place of Grade-II, though he is entitled to his 
regularisation in Clerk Grade-I. His anwarranted iransfer 
by the Management with an ulterior motive during the of 
the reference was victimisation to him while working as 
Coal Despatch Clerk at Nichitpur Colliery. He is Entitled 
for his grade as per NCWAs and Wage Board 
Recommendation. After putting at least his 24k) days 
attendance in a calendar year, rendering his continuous 
service a workman can claim for reinstatement. 

4. Whereas, categorically denying the allegalions of 
the workman, the case of the Management as pleaded in 
its Written Statement is that workman Ranjit Kumar was 
appointed as Miner/Leader on 19.4.1982, later on 
regularised as Electric Helper, and then he was working as 
Clerk, so his case had been referred to the competent 
authority for needful. These facts were represented by the 
Dy. C.M.E./Agent, Loyabad Colliery as per letter No. 17 A/ 
21, dt, 18.9.1991 in response to the ALC(C), Dhandad's 
letter dt. 15/18.4.91. As per the Office Order under letter No. 
6177, dt. 24.7.1986 of the Dy. C.M.E., Loyabad Colliery, the 
workman was transferred to Leave Section on his request, 
and was subsequently regularised in Clerical Grade-Ill in 
the year 1992 as per the Office Order No. GM/SA/PD/92- 
5800, dt. 14.8.92, and he is working in that capacity. He was 
again transferred from Loyabad Colliery to Nichitpur dolliery 
as per letter No. GM: SA:PD:IOC: 1439/4147/95, dt 13/4.6.95 
and on his release as per order No. 6/36/95, dt. 16/20.6,95 
during the pendency of the dispute, he joined at h s new 
place of posting. The reference does not refer to any grade 
for the purpose of regularisation. Since the workman has 
already been regularised as Clerk as per terms of reference 
it is 1 iable to be rejected. Though the U nion as per letter dt. 
18.3.1991 to the ALC(C), Dhanbad demanded the 
regularisation of workman with effect from 1982, the 
workman never represented it prior to 18 th March, 1991. 
But the industrial dispute raised after 9 yeans is a stale one. 

The Management in its rejoinder has stated that the 
reference is for regularisation, and not for placement of 
the workman on any grade. So the demand for grade after 
regularisation not relevant with the terms of reference is 
baseless and false. The action of the Management has never 
been discriminating or vindictive nor anti-labour policy. 

FINDING WITH REASONING 

5.Inthiscase,WW-l RanjitKumar, the workman himself 
on behalf of the Union, and MW-1 Narendra Pratap Singh, 
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Personnel Manager, Sijua Area of M/s. BCCL, from the 
side of the Management have been examined. 

The statement of workman Ranjit Kumar (WW-1) is 
that though he was appointed as Miner/Loader in 1982 at 
Loyabad Colliery, yet his service was utilised by the 
Management as Electrical Helper Cat. II. Thereafter as per 
directions the Management concerned he started to work 
as Clerk in the leave section from 1986, as Leave Clerk, 
Bonus Clerk, Lt. C. Clerk etc. and on his transfer to 
Nichitpur Colliery in 1996, as Coal Despatch Clerk upto 
and 1997, and on his tranfer to Mudidih Colliery, where he 
worked as the Coal Despatch Clerk which comes under 
Clerk Cat. I, but 1995, the Management placed him in Cleric 
Gr. III. According to the workman (WW-1), as per the order 
dt. 24th July, 1986 marked as Ext. W-1 he was transferred to 
the Leave Section of the Colliery office; and as per the letters 
occasionally issued by the Management marked as Ext W-2 
series, he discharged his duties as Clerk under the 
Management, so he wanted to get relief as prayed for. 

6. On the other hand, MW-1 Narendra Pratap Singh, 
Personnel Manager, Sijua Area of M/s. BCCL, has stated 
that the workman got his appointment as miner/loader at 
Loyabad Colliery on 19.4.82, but one year, he was 
regularised as Helper Electrical in Category II, than as the 
Clerk on Grade-Ill as per order dt. 14.8.1992 (Ext. M-l) and 
he is still working accordingly at Mudidih Colliery after his 
transfer from Nichitpur Colliery under Sijua Area, so he is 
not entitled to any relief Witness (MW-l) has proved the 
six photo copies of Office Orders as Extt. M-l to M-6. He 
(MW-l) has affirmed in his cross-examination that the 
N.C.W.A. provision provided for regularisation of a 
workman under Cadre Scheme subject to Vacancy as well 
as recomendation of the D.P.C., that no instructions issued 
by the Management officials can supercede the said 
provision and cadre scheme without permission of JBCCl, 
that Bonus Clerk and Bill Clerk are in Clerk Crade-II, there 
is no post of Coal Despatch Clerk, rather actually the 
General Clerks perform the duty of Coal Despatch Clerk. 
Denying the clerk working as Coal Despatch Clerk as Clerk 
Grade-I the witness (MW-l) has asserted the posting of 
the workman as Clerk in coal Despatch Section of 
Nichitpur Colliery in 1995 and his working as Clerk in the 
sections of leave and bonus at Loyabad Celliery. 

6. Citing the authority: 1990 SSC (L&S) 174 (CB), 
Bhagawati Prasad-versus-Delhi State Mineral 
Development Corporation, Mr. D. Mukherjee, the Ld. 
Counsel for the Union representative, submits that since 
the Workman Ranjit Kuraar has been working as the Coal 
Despatch Clerk from 1995 as per the direction of the 
nanagement contained in the Office Orders (Extt.W-1 & 
W-2) series, as also admitted by MW-l. Further the 
contention of Mr. Mukheijee, the Ld. Counsel for die Union 
is that since the workman worked as the Coal Despatch 
Clerk there is no provision for Clerical Grade-I, II, III. 


Contrary to it Mr D. K, Verma, the Ld. Advocate for the 
management that the workman was though initially 
appointed as Miner/Loader i.e, as Time Rated Worker, 
was regularised as Electric Helper in 1982 and thereafter 
as per W.S. para-6 as well as the Office Order dt 14.8.1992 
(Ext. M-1), he was regularised in Clerical Grade-Ill with 
immediate effect but his claim for regularisation in Grade- 
II Clerk as vaguely evident from his Written Statement is 
unsustainable as per the Cadre Scheme of the Clerical 
Grade (JBCCl). 

7. The perusal of the materials available on the case 
record as I find manifests that the workman as per the 
Office Order dt. 24.7.86 (Ext.W-1) was transferred as the 
Electrical Helper to the Leave Section at the Colliery Office 
with immediate effect and all the rest relevant office order 
(Ext. W-2 series) are nothing but the Administrative Orders 
for his deputation and the management’s direction to him 
for the job as assigned by the Mangement. Similarly all 
the Office Orders (Extt M-2 to M-6) concerning the 
transfer and release of the workman to/from Nichitpur 
Colbery and then to and from Mudidih Colliery to Nichitpur 
Colliery are also purely administrative orders, for which 
the management has prerogative. This ratio decided on 
the aforesaid authority as cited by the Ld. Counsel Mr. 
Mukherjee for the representative Union being distinct 
from the factum of the case appears to be not holding 
good with. Since the workman has already been regularised 
as a Clerk in 1992, in Clerical Grade-Ill w.e.f. 14.8.1992 
(Ext.M-1). So his claim for the relief i.e. regularisation in 
Clerk Grade-II from 1986, in Grade-1 from 1992 and in 
Special Grade Clerk with immediate effect being contrary 
to the provisions of the Cadre Scheme as per JBCCl circular 
is not acceptable in the eye of law. 

Therefore, accordingly it is held that the action of 
the management of Loyabad Colliery of BCCL is not 
regularising Shri Ranjit Kumar as Clerk according to his 
claim as mentioned above, is justified legelly. Therefore 
the workman is not at all entitled to any relief.

By Order No. L-20012/166/96-IR (Coal-I), dated 
1.11.1996 the Central Government in the Ministry of Labour 
has, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (d) of 
sub-sec. (1) and sub-sec. (2A) of sec. 10 of the Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947, referred the following dispute for 
adjudication to this Tribunal: 

"Whether the demand of Bihar Colliery Kamgar 
Union, Dhanbad for regularisation under MC WA-IV 
of five clay makers working withinpremises of Bera 
Colliery of Bastacola Area of BCCL, namely, 
S/Sh. Jitu Turi, Giija Turi, Sunder Turi, Smt. Anwai 


Devi and Sh. Kailash Turi of Bera Colliery is jt stifled? 

If yes, to what relief are these workmen entity xl?" 

2. The case of the concerned workmen is that they 
have been working as clay catridge mazoor since long as 
per direction and authorisation of the management. They 
have been working permanent nature of job of making 
clay catridges under the direct control and superv sion of 
the management anti the implements for executio n of the 
job are being supplied by the management. They have 
been working in permanent and perennial nature of job 
under the control and supervision of the management 
but the management have been paying the corcemed 
workmen for below the rates of Wage Board 
Recomendation and NCWA in the garb of treating them 
as alleged suppliers. 

The concerned workmen and the union represented 
before the management several times for their regularisation 
as clay catridge makers and payment of wages it least 
category-I wages with retrospective effect. Thereafter an 
industrial dispute was raised before the A.L.C. (C) which 
was ended and the dispute has been referred to this Hon'ble 
Tribunal for adjudication. 

It has been prayed that the Hon'ble Tribunal be 
pleased to answer the reference in favour of the workmen 
by directing the management to regularise the concerned 
workmen as clay catridge workers with retrospective effect 
with all benefits. 

3. The case of the management is that Jitu Turi had 
supplied at some time or other clay cartridges used as 
steaming material in the coal mines at the time of Hasting 
operations. Whenever he supplied clay cartridges, he was 
paid the amount through vouchers on the agreed rates per 
thousand clay cartridges. So far the other persons are 
concerned, they are completely strangers and the 
management has no concern with them in any respect. It 
has been submitted that in the coalfield area, there are 
large number of establishments manufacturing various 
materials like bricks, explosives, dognails, chains, bamboo 
mattings, etc. for supply the same to one colliery or other. 
It has been submitted that the sponsoring uni an has 
concocted statements to indicate the suppliers as 
contractors and is trying to get the persons employed with 
the help of litigation by way of regularisation. As the 
approach of this sponsoring union is illegal and unjustified, 
the reference is liable to be summarily rejected. 

4. Both the parties have filed their respective 
rejoinders admitting and denying the contents of some of 
the paragraphs of each others written statement. 

5. The concerned workman produced WW-1, ] Cailash 
Turi and one document has been marked on behalf of the 
workmen as Ext. W-1.

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The management produced MW-1, Subhas Chandra 
Baneijee. 

6. Main argument advanced on behalf of the 
concerned workmen is that they are working as clay 
cartridge makers for the management since 1987 at Bera 
Colliery. Clay cartridges are being made for blasting 
purpose. After blasting the coal is being raised and blasting 
is done for extraction of coal, The work of clay cartridge 
maker is continuous nature of job. The implements Or the 
tools required for carrying out the said job used to be 
supplied by the management. Their work used to be 
supervised by Mining Sirdar, Shot Firer and Asstt. Colliery 
Manager. They used to work for more than 240 days in 
each year and they used to work more than 8 hours in a day 
and duty hours starts from 8 AM to 4 PM. Payment of 
wages used to be made by the Cashier of the said colliery. 
They were never been paid their wages as per NCWA, For 
that reason an industrial dispute was raised before ALC(C). 
In the year 1997 after the reference was made the concerned 
workmen were stopped from their work. 

7. In this respect the management argued that they 
are suppliers of clay cartidges and only one person supplied 
clay cartridges and others are family members. It has also 
been argued by the management that clay cartridges are 
required as per need of the management and the payment 
is made on the basis of 1000 clay cartridges to the suppier 
and there is no relationship between the management and 
the persons concerned. 

8. In this respect the evidence of WW-1, Kailash Turi, 
is very much important. He has stated in his cross- 
examination at page 2, that the other concerned workmen 
of this case are also my family members. We used to be 
paid our wages for the said work being done by us on 
monthly basis. We had not granted any appointment letter 
|nd we were not issued pay slips by the management. We 
were also not being issued Identity Card. 

This statement of the concerned workmen shows 
that they have not been given appointment letter nor 
Identity Card which may show that they are working for 
the management. Moreover, other members are his family 
members and he also admitted that he has been paid wages 
for the work being done on monthly basis. So, there is no 
relationship between the management and the persons 
concerned and they can not be regularised by the 
management. 

9. In the result, I hold that the demand of Bihar 
Colliery Kamgar Union, Dhanbad for reguiarisation under 
NC WA-IV of five clay makers working within the premises 
of Bera Colliery of Bastacola Area of BCCL is not justified. 
Hence, the concerned workmen are not entitled to any relief 

This is my award.

2. The case of the concerned workman is that the 
actual date of birth of the concerned workman is 12.10.48 
which was got written by his guardian at the time of his 
initial entry in Govt. Primary School, lie was iritially 
appointed vide letter dated 11 8.70 by the management in 
Chasnala Colliery. While entering into employment, lie 
declared his actual dale of birth as 12.10.48 for entering 
his name in statutoiy Form *\Y Register. Ills actual date of 
birth is 12.10.48 which finds mentioned in his school 
Leaving Certificate also. When he came to know in 1997 
that he was going to he superannuated disregarding his 
actual date of birth as 12.10.48 on and from l .8.2(00, he 
became perturbed and so as abundent precaution lie gol 
industrial dispute raised. In view of positions of variations 
in recording age/dale of birth of the concerned workman 
by the management, the Ministry has rightly referred the 
present dispute for adjudication to this Hon’ble Tribunal 
to decide justification for reassessment of the age ol the 
concerned workman. 

In such circumstances, it has been prayed that this 
Hon’ble Tribunal be pleased to answer the reference m 
favour of ihc workman.

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3. The case of the management is that he was 
appointed on 11.8.70 as general mazdoor and he declared 
his age as 30 years duly certified to be correct by the 
Medical Officer on the basis of medical examination 
conducted by him. 

4. The management produced MW-l, R.C.K. Sharma 
and MW-2, Ajit Kumar Das. 

The management also filed documents which have 
been marked as Exts. M-l to M-3. 

The concerned workman has examined himself as 
WW-1 and has produced documents which have been 
marked as Exts. W-l to W-5. 

5. Main argument advanced on behalf of the workman 
is that he was appointed on 11.8.1970 and at that time his 
date of birth in Form ’B 1 register was entered as 12.10.1948 
as declared by him. 

But it has been argued on behalf of the management 
is that in E.M.P.F. Register, (Form ’A 1 ) his date ofbirth has 
been mentioned as 1.8.1940, so his date of birth is 1.8.1940. 
In this Ext. M-l the signature of the concerned workman 
finds place and another argument advanced on behalf of 
the management as per medical examination report, Ext. 
M-2, when he joined his age was 30 years which comes 
about his date ofbirth as 1.8,1940. It has also been argued 
that as per Ext. M-3 the concerned workman joined his 
duty and his age has been given by him as 30 years which 
has been signed by the concerned workman. 

Argument advanced on behalf of the concerned 
workman is that as per certificate issued by the Doctor on 
17.3.80 his age has been mentioned as 35 years. 

The concerned workman has filed Ext. W-l which 
was issued by the Doctor of the management on 17.3.80 in 
which he has been assessed about 35 years and as per Ext. 
W-3, certificate issued by theAsstt. Manager(P) on 27.7.81 
his age has been given as 38 years on 3.8.75 and as per Ext. 
W-2 his date ofbirth has been given in Medical card as 40 
years. 

6. The concerned workman stated that he is literate 
person, but he has not filed any school leaving certificate 
which may give his date ofbirth. Even, the concerned 
workman (WW-1) in his cross-examination stated that he 
had declared his date ofbirth at the time of his appointment 
which has been mentioned in Form 'B 1 Register. In Form ’B' 
Register his date ofbirth has been written as 12.10.48. 

7. The management’s witness, MW-1, 
R.C.K. Sharma, stated in cross-examination at page-3 that 
Ext. W-l has been issued by Dr. M.A. Hawue and Ext. 
W-3 is under the signature of Asstt. Manager (PL) in which 
the concerned workmans age has been mentioned as 30 
years as on 2.8.75, 

As per witness MW-2, Ajit Kumar Das, who has 
stated in cross-examination at page-2 that Ext. W-3 is under 


the signature of R. Paul, the then Asstt. Manager (PL) the 
contents of which regarding date of birth or age of the 
concerned workman do not tally with the entries made in 
the records of the management, and Ext. W-2 also which is 
medical card. 

8. The management has not filed Form ’B' Register 
which may show that his date ofbirth is 1.8.1940. 

9. One dispute arises about the date ofbirth of final 
assessment his age has been determined as 30 years on 
2.8.75. It shows that there is contrary in determination of 
age of the concerned workman. When there is no document 
has been filed a point of dispute arises. It is must for the 
management to determine the age of the concerned 
workman as per 1.1.76 of JBCCI by the Apex Medical Board 
which has not been done by the management which is 
against the rule and the management should have sent the 
concerned workman for assessment of his age. 

10. It is pertinent to mention that the concerned 
workman died on 4.9.2008 during the pendency of the 
reference and on a prayer made on behalf of the concerned 
workman, his son, Hriday Narayan Singh, has been 
substituted in place of Ragho Singh in this case vide order 
dated 28.1.2011. 

11. Considering the facts and circumstances stated 
above, I come to the conclusion that the demand of the 
union to refer the workman, Shri Ragho Singh to Apex 
Medical Board for re-assessment of his date ofbirth as per 
1.1.76 of JBCCI justified. But since the concerned workman 
has already died it is needless to pass any order directing 
the management to refer the concerned workman, late Ragho 
Singh to Apex Medical for re-assessment of his date of 
birth as per L 1.76 of JBCCI. Accordingly, his son, Handay 
Narayan Singh, is not entitled to get any relief.

By ()rder No. I .-20012/86/96-1 K(C-1) dated 1.5.1997 the 
Centra] Government in the Ministry of Labour has, in 
exercise of the powers conferred by clause (d) of sub-sec. (l) 
and sub-see.(2A) of Section 10 of the Industrial Disputes 
Ac. 1947, referred the following dispute for adjudication to 
this Tribunal: 

“Whether the claim of the Union that Shri Huiash 
Saw, Explosive Carrier has worked as I .amp Clerk and 
is therefore eligible for regularisation to that post 
with retiospective effect is legal and correct? if so, to 
what relief is the workman entitled?” 

2. The case of the concerned workman is that he was 
initially engaged as Explosive Carrier and w.e.L 11-1-91 he 
was engaged to perform duties in the colliery lamp cabin 
which post was lying vacant, where he has been functioning 


as Lamp Clerk since 11-1-91 which is permanent nature of 
job. After completion of required penod of service as a 
Lamp Clerk he applied to the management for his 
regularisation as Lamp Clerk of Bararee Colliery. But the 
management did not do so. The union of the workman also 
represented before the management to regularise him on 
the job of a Lamp Clerk which he has been pe forming 
since January, 1991. 

Thereafter an industrial dispute was raised before 
the A.L.C.(C), Dhanbad which ended in failure. Cm failure 
report sent by the A.L.C.(C), Dhanbad, the Ministry of 
Labour, has referred this dispute to this Hon’ble Tribunal 
for adjudication. 

It has been prayed that this Hon’ble Tri bunal be 
pleased to pass an award in favour of the concerned 
workman by directing the management to regularise him as 
Lamp Clerk w.e.f.

3. The case of the management is that the concerned 
workman was initially appointed as Explosive Carrier and 
posted in Bararee colliery. Due his ill health, he approached 
the management from time to time to depute him for other 
alternative job. Accordingly, on his approach and request, 
the management allowed him to work in Cap Lamp Room as 
Cap Lamp Cleaner. 1 le never worked as Cap Lamp Clerk nor 
he was assigned that job. As per Cadre Scheme and 
categorisation, only a matriculate is eligible in the BCCL 
for Clerical Grade under which the category of Cap Lamp 
Clerk falls into. He is not matriculate and thus he is not 
eligible for the post of Cap Lamp Clerk. 

Ii has been prayed that the Hon’ble Tribunal be 
pleased to pass an award holding that the concerned 
workman is not entitled to any relief. 

4. Both the parties have filed their respective 
re joinders admitting and denying some of the contents of 
the paragraphs of each other's written statement 

5. The management has produced MW-1, Therat 
Siddharth. 

The concerned workman has examined himself as 
WW 1,11 til ash Saw and the documentns have been marked 
as hxts. W-l to W-5, series. 

6. Main argument advanced on behalf of the * 
concerned workman is that he was working as Cap Lamp 
Issue Clerk since 1991 but the management is not 
regularising him in the above post and as per Ext. W-5 he 
was deputed to work as clerk since 2010 and as per Ext. W- 

3 he has also passed matriculation examination and the job 
is permanent and continuous nature. But the management 
illegally is not regularising him in the post of Cap Lamp 
Issue Clerk. 

7. In this respect the evidence ofWW-1 is material, 
lie has stated in cross-examination at page 2 tiat I have 
got no documents to show that the manageniert has ever 
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authorised me to do the work of Cap Lamp Issue Clerk 
and again he stated that my case is of the year 1997 and 
Ext. W-4 is of the year 2005. I have not been given 
authority to work as Attendance Clerk. Ext. W-5 is kept in 
the office. So, it shows that he has not filed any document 
which may show that he is working since 1991 as Cap 
Lamp Issue Clerk. But as per documents filed by him that 
he is Explosive Carrier in Category-II and he has been 
ordered by the management as per Ext. W-2 dated 27.7.95 
as explosive carrier. So, no document has been filed which 
may show that he w'as authorised by the management to 
do the work of Cap Lamp Issue Clerk from 1991. The 
documents which have been filed by the concerned 
workman from 2005 and Ext. W-5 was copied in the office. 

8. Accordingly, I render the following award. 

The claim of the Union that Sh. Hulash Saw, 
Explosive Carrier has worked as Lamp Clerk and is 
therefore eligible for regularisation to that post with 
retrospective effect is not legal and correct. Hence, the 
concerned workman is not entitled to any relief.

The Govemmenl of India, Ministry of Labour, in 
exercise of the powers conferred on them under Section 
10( 1 )(d) of the LD. Act., 1947 has referred the following 
dispute to this Tribunal for adjudication vide their Order 
No. L-20012/3 12/2002-LR. (C-l), dated, the 23rd 
June, 2003. 

SCHEDULE 

“Whether the demand of the Bahujan Mazdoor 
Union from the management of katras Area of 
M/s. BCCL for providing employment to Sri 
Ramjeet Chouhan, the dependent son of Sri 
Jagarnath Nonia as per the provisions of NCWA 
is justified? If so to what relief is Sri Ramjeet 
Chouhan, the said dependant of Sri Jagarnath 
Nonia entitled?" 

2. The pleaded case of the sponsoring Union for 
applicant Ramjeet Chouhan, as dependant son of Jagarnath 
Nonia, is that his father was a permanent workman a Mining 
Sirdar under the Management of Katras Chaitudih Colliery, 
Katras Area of M/s. B.C.C.L but he was medically declared 
unfit for his job on 3.7.1991. The Applicant as his dependant 
son applied with the essential documents to the 
Management for his employment as the NCWA provisions. 
The management offered him an employment as PR-UG

Miner Loader as per approval letter BCCL/PA-VI/ 
3(8)KPA/12/9143137-90 dt. 21/31/12/92, but he could not 
join service on account of non-receipt of the approval letter 
on time, as he was also engaged missing his sick father at 
his native village. After being aware of his appointment 
letter after one year, he rushed to the colliery to join his 
duty, requested the higher Authority for providing the 
employment in place of his father workman on medical 
ground of his unfitness, the Dy. Chief Personnel Manager 
concerned directed the authority concerned for his 
appearance again before the initial Medical Board. 
Accordingly as per the concerned Authority's letter No. 
BCCL/KFA/PD/93/F-12/385 dt. 03.02.93, the applicant 
appeared before the Medical Board for his examination 
0L6.95, he was found fit for the job. Since then, the 
Management did not provide him employment according 
to the provision of NCWA, despite his several requests 
written or verbal during the period 1995 to 2001 to the 
Management for it. His entire family is on the verge of 
starvation in lack of the employment. At last on compellingly 
raising the Industrial Dispute by the petitioner before the 
ALC(C), Dhanbad, the Reference has come for adjudication. 
Therefore, the petition as the dependant son of the workman 
is entitled to employment under the Management. 

3, It has been pleaded in rejoinder in behalf of the 
workman that he was unable to join his job due to 
seriousness of his father which was informed to the 
Management, On full recovery of his father, the petitioner 
was again declared fit on 01.6.1995 by the Medical Board 
after his medical re-examination at his request. But the 
management illegally and arbitrarily closed his case. His 
demand for employment on the ground of medically 
unfitness of his father is quite legal, proper and justified. 

4. Whereas admitting the approval of the Competent 
Authority received on 23.12.92 for the compassionate 
employment of Sri Ramjeet Chouhan dependent son of 
Sri Jagamath Noma, Mining Sirdar, after medically declaring 
him unfit on 03.07.91 and as per letter No. 385 at 3.2.93 
sending of the petitioner to the Medical Board for adjudging 
his fitness for the job, the case of the Management is that 
the petitioner neither himself presented before the Medical 
Board for his examination of his fitness, nor sent any 
intimation/non compliance of the advice of the 
Management. Even after lapse of 3 years, when the 
petitioner approached the Management for his re-medical 
examination he was sent to the Medical Board on 01.6.95, 
but thereafter he did not present himself before the 
Management for a very long time. So his action proves 
there is no need of dependent employment though the 
management had inclination to do so. Thus the 
Management has finally treated the case as closed. 
Moreover, the present industrial dispute has been raised 
in Sept., 2002 after more than 11 years of medically 
declaration of the workman, unfit on 3.7.91 from his original 
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job. The workman, if continued in service, would have retired 
on 31.12.1992 from his service as per his recorde d date of 
birth 01.01.1933 and his date of appointment in April, 

1951.Therefore, the demand of the Union for the dependent 
employment seems now unjustified, unreasonable and 
unfair and the claimant is not entitled to get any relief. 

5. Categorically denying the allegations of the 
claimant, the Management in the rejoinder has pleaded 
that since he was not available for his medical examination 
before the Medical Board two times as noted above, he 
could not get the offer of employment which could not be 
practically given to him. As per N.C.W.A, provision, the 
employment was though agreed yet was unavai ed of by 
him for the reasons best known to him, so that oifer is not 
re-afforable after such a belated stage. Now the concern of 
the claimant not showing or carrying for the Management's 
sincereity in right prospective for compassionate 
employment is unsustainable. 

FINDING WITH REASONING 

6. In this case WW-1 Ranjit Chouhan, the petitioner 
himself in behalf of the sponsoring Union, and MW-1 
Tejbinder Singh the Semo; Officer (Personnell) Katras 
Chaitudih Colliery, Katra Area from the side of the 
management have been examined. 

On scanning the materials available on the case 
records, the facts being admitted, hence indisputable are 
as under: 

(i) Petitioner Ranjit Chouhan is the dependent son of 
ex-workman Shri Jagamath Nonia, the Mining Sirdar, K.C 
Colliery who was medically declared unfit as per the Dy. 
M.S.'s letter No. 1403-105 dt. 2 i .7.91 (Ext. W-1). 

(ii) On his application for his employment to that 
effect, the petitioner was offered the empicyment as 
P.R. - U.G. Miner/Loader at K.P. A. as per Dy. Chid Personnel 
Manager concerned's letter No. 385 dt. 03.02.93 asa notice 
to him for his appearance before the initial Med cal Board 
for his examination, as per the letter dt. 3C .06.95 of 
Dy. Chief Personnel Manager of the said Area (Ext. W-3) 
addressed to the General Manager (P&I.R.), BCCL Koyala 
Bhawan, Dhanbad, for an advice for the issuance of his 
appointment letter, as the petitioner was medical y declared 
fit on 1.6.95 when he appeared before the Medical Board 
again as per direction of the management. 

7. According to the statement of the petitioner 
(WW-1) he could not attend the Medical Board earlier for 
any Medical examination due to the illness of hi 5 father. So 
he had again appeared before the Medical Be ard as per 
direction of the management, and he was declared medically 
fit. This fact also stands corroborated by the aforesaid Dy. 
Chief Personnel Manager's letter No. 1001 d:. 30.06.95 
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(Ext. W-3), which also proves thatShri Jagamath Noma the 
Ex-employee father of the petitioner had applied before the 
G.M. concerned through his application dt. 20.4.94 about 
his suffering from paralysis, due to which his son who was 
taking care of him could not appear before the Management 
for his employment. But inspire of it the Management did 
not issue him any letter of appointment even after his 
representation before the Management hence, the industrial 
dispute areas. The petitioner has denied the closure of his 
case by the Management as well as non-issuance of an 
appointment letter to him by the management on account of 
his own fault. 

8. Whereas proving the photo copy of the aforesaid 
same notice dt. 02.03.93 as (Ext. M-l ~ Ext. W-2) for the 
appearance of the petitioner before the Medical Board, 
MW-1 Tejbinder Singh has stated that he did not appear 
along with the documents as directed before the Medical 
Board. The witness has admitted that the petitioner was 
medically declared fit by the Medical Board on his medical 
examination on 1.6.95 at the initiative of the management 
when the petitioner approached the management. But the 
petitioner unpleadedly stated that the petitioner did not go 
to the management for his employment on compassionate 
ground which is not admissible in the eye of law. Further 
statement of MW-1 based on the pleading is that the 
industrial dispute through the Union was raised in the year 
2002 after 11 years, so he w'as not given any employment 
on that score, for there is provision for application for 
employment on compassionate ground within 18 months 
only from the date of the cause of action. So demand of the 
Union for the employment of the petitioner is not justified: 
moreover, the Chief General Manager concerned as per his 
letterd*. 21.9.03 marked as Ext. M-2 had represented in the 
conciliation proceeding before the ATC(C) Dhanbad.This 
witness (MW-1) could not response to the fact whether 
any response to the Management's letter dt. 30.6.95 (Ext. 
W-3) had come from the office of the G.M. concerned till 
then, yet he admitted that the petitioner did not get his 
aforesaid employment till 1995. 

9. On the consideration of all the aforesaid discussed 
facts, I find that admittedly the petitioner had duly filed his 
application for his employment before the management at 
the relevant time, that in course of process of his 
employment, the petitioner as per the Dy. Chief Personnel 
Manager's letter dt. 30.6.95 (Ext. W-3) has justified for his 
non-appearance before the Medical Board on 3.2.93 to 
20.4.95 for his medical examination, because of his taking 
care of his ex-workman father Jagamath Nonia suffering 
from paralysis and thereafter as per the direction of the 
management, the petitioner on his medical examination was 
declared medically fit on 1.6.95 but the management has 
failed to justify undue delay in issuance of his appointment 
letter for his offered post in response to the management's 
aforesaid letter dt. 30.6.95 which was sent to the G.M. 
(P. & I.R.), BCCL. Koyala Bhawan, Dhanbad for its 
clarification. Thus it is none but the management which is 
responsible for causing inordinate delay intentionally with 
a view' to deprive the petitioner of his justified claim for his 


employment in place of his disabled father, ex-Mming Sirdar. 
This also shows the nialafide intention of the management 
not to provide such immediate employment on 
compassionate ground to the dependent like the present 
petitioner running from pillar to post for his living 
altogether for long time in violation oft he NCWA-V. 

In result, it is held that the demand of Bahujan 
Mazdoor Union from the management of Katras Area of 
M/s BCCI. for providing employment to Shri Ranjit 
Chauhan, the dependent son of Shri Jagamath Nonia as 
per provision NCWA-X is legally justified. Consequently, 
Shri Ranjit Chauhan (the petitioner) the dependent of 
Shri Jagamath Nonia is entitled to employment under 
NCWA-V clause 9.4.0 immediately, without any delay. The 
management is directed to implement the Award within three 
months from the date of its publication in the (iagette of 
India in the light of the observation made above.
